ALL QUIET AT  BRICEVILLE. 


The Men Are Patiently Awaiting the De- 
1 cision of Court. 

ASHVILLE, Tenn., September 28.—[Spe- 
cial.}—Governor Buchanan today are 
letter from Commissioner Ford at Briceville, 
under date of yesterday.

RIOT IN CHICAGO. 


During Which a White Man Is Killed by 
a Negro. 

Cuicaao, September 28.—A bout noon today, 
two gangs of dock laborers, one white and one 
colored, gathered on the.dock of the Western 
Transit Company. While waiting to be paid 
off, they got into an altercation, and this led to 
a general fight, in which James Kelly, white, 
was stab to the heart and killed by James 
Boles, colored. Boles was pursued by other 
white combatants, who fired a number of shots 
after him, one of them wounding him in the 
arm. Two other persons were wounded by 
stray bullets. Boles was finally captured and 
locked up. 

Sandy Smith, the negro who started the 
riot, was terribly beaten by the mob, and was 
rescued from lynching by the police just as the 
noose which had been slipped around his neck 
was being passed around the beam. Kelly’s 
right name is Cornelius Sullivan. He was re- 
cently from Boston, and has borne a good rep- 
utation here. 


HE KILLED HIS MOTHER, 


‘Wrapped Her Body in a Sheet and Filed to 


Mexico. 

Devanco, Col., September 28.—Ralph 
Ray, the twenty-year-old murderer of his 
mother, was captured in Canyon Large, N. M., 
and returned to this city tuday. He madea 
confession to the sheriff last night. Not being 


allowed to go to the fair, he had struck his 


mother on the back of the head with a 
hatchet and then plunged his hunting kui fe 
three times into her breast, wrapped her body 
in a quilt, mounted his horse and started for 
Mexico. When arraigned this morning for 
the murder, without a tremor or slightest in- 
dication of remorse, he pleaded guilty. His 
gray-headed father has gone insane over the 
terrible affair, and his life is despaired of.

POR THE MURDER OF CHARLES . DAVIS 


Man Shot Him. 


THE WRETCHES SWUNG FROM A BRIDGE 


With Nooses About Their Necks—They 
Were Ordered to Jump from the 
Bridge, Which They Did. 


HOLLANDALE, Migs., September 28.—[Spe- 
oial. On Saturday night last dne of the most 


shocked this community or county occurred 
here. About 10 o’clock on Saturday night as 
Charles S. Davis was attending to the bar of 
W. W. Miller, a mulatto woman, by the name 
of Lou Stevens, called him to the door, saying 
she wished to see him on business. He stepped 
to the door and on the sidewalk. She then 
asked him to walk up the sidewalk, which he 
did. When he had thus proceeded about thirty 
feet he was fired upon by a negro, who was 
standing in the dark in the shadow of some 
trees. Davis was shot twice. One ball en- 
tered his mouth, and the other his left shoul- 
der, killing him almost instantly. 
Arrest of the Murderer, 


laborer in the neighborhood, and went by the 
name of Grant White. The woman Lou and 
the negro had been on intimate terms for 
some time. She was known as a traveling 
prostitute who was raised at Anguilla, but 
had been on the road between Leland and 
Rolling Fork for several years. 

White made good his escape through the 
cotton fields and went to his home, thinking 
that he would not be suspected, but freedom 
or life was not long for him. 

The Coroner’s Jury. 

About 10 o’clock Sunday morning he was 
brought to town by George Brooks, where a 
coroner’s jury had been empaneled to investi- 
gate the murder of Davis. The jury was 
sitting from 11 o’clock in the morning until 4 
o'clock in the afternoon. Enough evidence 
was elicited to convince all present that the 
woman Lou had decoyed Davis into a N 
trap. 

By this time a crowd numbering 150 men 
had gathered from the neighborhood and the 
surrounding villages. About5 o’clockin the 
afternoon, Davis was buried, and on the re- 
turn from the funeral the excitement at the 
death of a peaceful citizen began to take 
form into action for vengance. 

The Murderers Lynched. 

At about 7 o’clock he was taken away from 
the officers and he and the woman were taken 
about a mile and a quarter from the town out 


and made fast to the beams of the bridge and 
a noose was placed around the necks of both. 

They were then placed on the railings of the 
bridge and the word jump“ was given. The 
woman was the first to obey and in a few 
seconds White followed. The rope was not 
strong enough and broke, letting the victim 
into Deer Creek, into the water, about four 
feet deep, but his body never came to the sur- 
face. 

The woman’s neck was broken and left 
hanging to the bridge until 10 o’clock this 
morning, when it was cut down by her brother 
for burial. 

The negro man was taken from the creek 
and buried by the county officials. 

Very Little Excitement. 

The meeting of swift and terriMe justice to 
this pair was, from all that could be learned, 
done in a quiet and peaceful manner and no 
excitement whatever, which usually attends 
mob violence. There is excitement among 
the negroes about the affair. The death of 
Davis is greatly deplored, as he was very pop- 
ular here where he had resided for the past 
year. Nothing is known ot his relatives ex- 
cept a letter found in his trunk from his sister, 
Mrs. Mary Ryan, of Lake Charles, La., and 
written on September 19, 1889. 


THE SLAYING OF HENNEMAN, 


A Deadlock in the Coroner's Jury—The 
Murderer Taken to Columbia. 

SraR TAN BURG, S. C., September 28.— 
[Special. No new developments in the 
Henneman homicide. Witnesses were ex- 
amined this morning. The evidence, in the 
main, is the same as previously reported, 
The jury has been sitting all day, and cannot ar- 
rive at a verdict—a deadlock as to whether the 
woman claiming to be Williams’s wife is ac- 
cessory before the fact. 

Williams was taken to Columbia this morn- 
ing by Sheriff Nicholls: An attempt to lynch 
him would have been made tonight. Mr. 
Hennéman was buried at the new cemetery 
this afternoon, the funeral service .at the Cen- 
tral Methodist church, Bishop Duncan offi- 
ciating.

THE MONTGOMERY TRAGEDY, 


Explain How the Shooting 


Witnesses 
Occurred—Dupham in Jail 


Monrcomery, Ala., September 28.— [Spe- 
clal.— The unfortunate tragedy of yesterday, 
in which Bradford Dunham shot and instantly 
killed young. James R. Cunningham, is the 
topic of conversation here today, and public 
sentiment is divided. Cunningham was a 
highly popular young man, and his friends 
defend his memory with positiveness. On the 
other hand, Dunham stands in the attitude of 
the slayer of the man who debauched his 
family, or attempted it, and for this reason he 
has the sympathy of many. 

Mr. Dunham, the surviving principal, is at 
the county jail, where throughout the day he 
received calls and the office was well fflled with 


number of telegrams from prominent railroad 
men in all parts of the country with whom he 


has been associated, among them one from J. 


T. Harrahan, formerly 2 manager of the 
Louisville and Nasbville. 
What Witnesses Say. 

The tragedy was witnessed immediately by 
but few persons. W. J. Kerlin, who is a 
warm personal friend of Dunham, was on the 
sidewalk, very near the scene of the shooting 
at the time the fatal shot was fired. 

J. R. Ruff, who clerks for E. C. Andrew, 
was in the store, standing back about half 
way, looking over a prescription file to refill 
an old prescription, when he was startled by 
the report of the gun. Mr. Kerlin said: 

I was about the drug store when the shoot- 
ing took place, but I do not wish to make any 
Statement concerning it. You know that 
Dunham. at his time of life, would never have 
done such a thing if he did not have a terrible 
provocation.“ 

Mr. Ruff said: ‘‘Mr. Dunham drove up to 

and 4 o’clock. It was not unusual for him to 
come to the store and his appearance caused 
no surprise. He did not bring a gun with 
bim. am positive of this. I did not see a 
Fun either on the inside or the outside of the 
Store. I do not know when he got the gun 
nor where he got it from. Mr. Dunham took 
a seat at the door when he came in, and he re- 
“mained here until the time of the shooting. 
1 don’t think that he went away at all until 
be rode away in the buggy after the shooting. 
I was in and out of the store all the time, but 
gannot recollect who was around ‘the door at 
the time of theshooting. I had come inside a 
few minutes before with a man who wanted a 
prescription refilled. 
While we were inside we heard the report. 
IT looked out the front and saw Mr. Dunham 
standing on the sidewalk in front of the door. 
We ran out and by that time the people began 
to gather and in a short time there was a large 
crowd about the store.“ 

The body of young Cunningham was carried 
~ Belleville this morning for interment in the 
family burying grounds there. 

Able Counsel Employed. 

Able attorneys have been employed on both 
sides, and the friends of the deceased will 
prosecute Dunham vigorously. The prelimi- 
nary trial is set down for tomorrow morning. 
Cunningbam’s friends say they propose to 
bring outa line of testimony tomorrow which 
wiil be highly sensational. 


SUICIDE OF DR. LOWRY, 


An Athens Physician Takes Morphine and 
Dies in Covington.

Death closed a sad and melancholy career 
yesterday. Dr. W. G. Lowry, of this city, 
has for some time been afflicted with intense 
nervous spelis that for.the time rendered 
him perfectly crazy. When in tnis state he 
was dangerous, and would take morphine to 
quiet his nerves.

New Men Are Reporting to Take 
the Strikers’ Places, 


BUT THEY HAVE BEEN PERSUADED 


And Will Not Goto Work—A Rumor That 
the Strikers Have Arms Stored 
Somewhere in the City.

SAVANNAH, Ga., September 28..-[Special.]— 
Eleven hundred colored trackers and other 
wharf hands struck this morning. About one 
thousand of them were employed by the Ocean 
Steamship Company, and the remainder by 
the Merchants’ and Mind! Transportation 
Company, operating the line to Baltimore. 
The Kansas City, of the Ocean Steamship 
line, managed to get off, but she carried but a 
small amount of freight, instead of being 
loaded to her full capacity, as would have 
been the case if there had been no trouble. 

The Chattahoochee and City of Macon, of 
the same line, are unloading, but the work 
progresses very slowly. 

At the Baltimore Wharf. 

Down at the wharf of the Baltimore line a 
few green hands worked at unloading the 
Alleghany. She is advertised to sail on 
Wednesday, but it a large force is not put to 
work tomorrow on her it will be impossible for 
the ship to leave port. 

The strike at the Baltimore wharf was 
rather unexpected. The management says 
it will be able to secure all the new hands it 
wants tomorrow, and by pushing them will 
not be delayed beyond a few hours, The 
Ocean Steamship Company management says 
the samb thing, but of course, this is all con- 
ditioned on the strikers not inducing the new 
men into leaving or driving them from their 
work by force. 

Putting New Hands to Work. 

During , Ge the Ocean Steamship Com- 
pany brought in twenty green hands from 
along the line of the road and put them to 
work. They were of little service. No 
obstacles were thrown in their way by the 
strikers, 4 

Tonight several hundred more negroes were 
brought in and quartered on the company’s 
wharves. They will start to work in the 
morning.

mendation to Mercy—A Crushing 
Weight of Testimony, 


There will be another hanging in Atlanta 
before long. 

Peter Daniels, a negro man, killed Sylva 
Lyle, a negro woman, the 7th of last month, 
and a jury of his peers yesterday afternoon 
' found him guilty of murder, without recom- 

mendation to mercy. 

This means he will expiate his crime on the 
gallows to satisfy violated law and insulted 
justice, | 

Judge Clarke will, this morning, name the 
day for the execution of the death sentence 
which he will pass upon the culprit. 

When the criminal wing of the superior 
court met yesterday morning, Judge Richard 
H. Clark presiding, Solicitor General Hill 
said he was ready to try the 
case of the State vs. Peter Daniels, 
for the murder of Sylva Lyle. 

Mr. Frank R. Walker, counsel for the de- 
fendant, said he was ready to proceed with the 
case. 

The state had summoned seven witnesses, 
and the accused had subpeenaed three. 

After some little delay a jury, composed of 
the following well-known citizens, was em- 
paneled: 

H. J. Austin, 
Ed D. Farras, 
M. R. Jones, 
W. W. Gibb, 
George W. Consors, Charles S. Robinson, 
W. L. Corley, — Marion Furse. 

The state’s witnesses swore positively that 
they saw Daniels shoot Sylva Lyle the night 
of August 7th. She ‘was walking arm-in-arm 
with a negro man, who, it was asserted, had 
won her from Daniels. It was proved that an 
illicit amour existed between the defendant 
and his victim. Seeing the woman with her 
new-found lover aroused his jealousy, and so 
enraged him that he whipped out a pistol and 
shot her. She soon expired. The next day 
the murderer was arrested and committed to 
jail, the coroner’s jury charging him with the 
killing. When arrested, Daniels asseverated 
his innocence. The witnesses said they were 
certain of the prisoner's identity. They swore 
‘that they could not possibly be mistaken 
about the man, pet some of their 
descriptions of his appearance at the 
time of the tragedy were variable. 3 

It was the original intention of the defend- 
ant’s attorney to try to refute this direct testi- 
mony by the equally positive statements of 
three witnesses who were willing to swear 
that Daniels was somewhere else when the 
woman was killed, but Mr. Walker decided 
not to introduce any witnesses, but simply to 
allow the prisoner to make a statement. 

Daniels, in his statement to the court, pro- 
tested his innocence. He said he knew noth-

present when the fatal shot was flred; had no 
hand in the killing; the witnesses had taken 
him for some one else, and that he ought to be 
acquitted. 

Solicitor General Hill madea strong argu- 
ment, consuming aboutone hour. He said 
there was no possible escape for the defendant; 
that ancontradicted witnesses had sworn they 
saw him shoot the woman to death; that no 
word of testimony had been offered in the pris- 
oner’s behalf, and the jury could do nothing 
but find a verdict of condemnation. 

Mr. Frank R. Walker made an exceedingly 
ingenious appeal to the jury. He drew the 
jurors’ attention to the difficulty of establish- 
ing beyond peradventure a person’s identity 
particularly a negro’s. He adverted 
to cases of mistaken identity, and 
instanced convictions which were 
founded on them, the convicted persons subse- 
quently being found guiltless of the crimes. 
He enlarged upon this feature of the case, and 
dwelt upon the probability of the state’s wit- 
nesses being mistaken about Daniels. He 
held that if the jury believed there was an un- 
certainty about the identity of the prisoner the 
doubt must be resolved in his behalf. Mr. 
Walker made the most of a desperate cause, 
and some pérsons in the courtroom expected 
that the jury would either disagree, or if it 
found the defendant guilty, would recommend 
him to the mercy of the court, 

Judge Clark’s singularly clear, concise and 
logical charge brushed’ away these 
hopes, and it was admitted by all that a ver- 
dict of guilty must inevitably and speedily be 
returned, 

A few minutes before 5 o’clock yesterday af- 
ternoon the jury returned to the consultation 
room, and Mr. M. M. Mauck was elected fore- 
man. . 

In less than an hour the jury agreed upon a 
verdict of guilty, which was received by Judge 
Clark, who reserved sentence till this morn- 
ing. 

It is not likely that any motion for a new 
trial will be made, soit looks like the gallows 
in the jail will soon be brought into requisition. 

The murderer was surprised and dazed when 
the dread verdict was read. Evidently he did 
not fully realize its significance. e was 
taken back to jail, and long before midnight 
was sleeping in his cell. 

Daniels is a rather good-looking negro of 
about forty years of age. He is unusually in- 
telligent and ihdustrious, and has always suc- 
ceeded in making a good living. He was 
doing well when he was ensnared by the 
blandishments of the ebon-hued siren who 
brought his ruin.

New ‘Railway Rates in England. 

. For-several years the question of railway 
! freight rates has been earnestly discussed in 
England, and at last agitation has resulted 
in action. The trouble there, as here, is 
discrimination, and the aim is rather 5 
equalize than to reduce rates. 

An investigation showed the hurtful sites 
of discrimination, and the report of the com- 
mittee has been followed by an order fixing 
the principles on which railway freight 
tariffs must be based hereafter. The main 


idea of the order is the main idea in our 


Interstate commerce law, but the remedy 
provided is much more thorough, and more 
likely to accomplish substantial results. 
Railway companies are now required to carry 
local traffic at the same proportional rates as 

through business. The schedule of rates 
proposed by the board of trade allowed re- 
duced rates on goods in truck-load or train- 
load quantities, but the recent order does 
not give this latitade. 

The logic of this arrangement is all against 
the concentration of trade and population at 
centers. If carried out rigidly, it will no 

doubt cause a strong reaction against the 
dentralizing tendency of modern life. It

Locking’ U Up Money. 

Locking up money is a crime that should 
be visited with severe punishments, but un- 
fortunately there is no way of applying 
them. 
and is hardly susceptible of proof, but there 
are surface indications which make the pub- 
lic suspicious of the unscrupulous operators 
who conspire against prosperity. Perhaps, 
in the end, suspicion will apply the punish- 
ment by its own operation, 

Following the recent turmoil in Wall 
street are signs which seem to show where 
the cloven hoof left its imprint. It makes 
no difference what measures are used to 
lock up money; whether it be the reckless 
methods of Jim Fiske or the hidden hand 
which suppresses a dividend, the motive and 
The dividends paid 
out by the railways of the country are equal 
in amount to the coinage of the government, 
and the temporary suppression of dividends 
by a few conspirators will counteract the 
available currency enough to shake the 
whole fabric of credit. This process is so 
well understood in New York that it is 
known by the technical expression, ‘‘shak- 
ing out.“ The things shaken out are, of 
course, the weaker stockholders. A re- 
markable example of this appears in the re- 


port of last week's sales on the New York 


stock exchange. In Missouri Pacific, where 
the shaking out process was most noticea- 
ble, the suppression of a dividend put down 
the price of stock from 75 to 65, and 246,207 
shares were sold.. Thus in one week, some- 
thing more than half the capital stock 
changed hands. By the oppression of Union 
Pacific the price was knocked down, and 
282,071 shares, or nearly half the capital 
stock, changed hands, In the same week 
nearly half the voting certificates of Phila- 
delphia and Reading were sold, and the tre- 
mendous amount of 421,114 shares, or 
nearly half the vast capital stock of Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fe, passed into new 
ownership. At the same time 51,271 shares 
of Richmond and West Point Terminal were 
shaken out, and 272,309 shares, or more 
than half the stock, of Chicago, Milwaukee 
ard St. Paul were sold. What connection 
the last named road had with the others does 
not appear, but it certainly seems likely 
that one force was moving in Union Pacific, 
Missouri Pacific, Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe, and West Point Terminal. Pos- 
sibly, also, the sales of Philadelphia and 
Reading mark the passage of the same 
storm. The whole thing seems to have 
come like a blizzard from the northwest, 
sending'a norther toward Texas, while the 
main freeze-out moved directly to the south- 
east and recurved toward New York, 

We will watch with interest the develop- 
ments which follow. 3

The Explanation. 

The Washington, Ga., Chronicle enters 
into an explanation of the fact that a dollar 
in silver is as good as gold, although the 
bullion in the silver dollar is not worth a 
dollar in gold. The silver of which the 
dollar is made before coinage, that is silver 
bullion,’’ says The Chronicle, ‘‘is certainly 
not worth a dollar, but about 80 cents. 
There is no doubt of that, and the reader 
will at once say that it is the coinage 
which increases its value, and that it shows 
that the mere United States coinage can 
affect values. It is not, however, the mere 
mark of the United States, or their fiat, to 
use the common expression, that makes the 
silver dollar equal to 100 cents in gold. It 
is the fact that the United States guarantees 
that it shall be exchangeable for a gold dol- 
lar. It does not do this directly, but indi- 
rectly, by taking it as payment in their 
enormous business transactions at the cus- 
tom house. 

But this is not the explanation after all, 
for the silver dollars are not redeemable in 


gold dollars; otherwise we should be the 


spectators of the most cumbrous and laugha- 


ble financial spectacle ever witnessed— 


the spectacle of the government issu- 
ing certificates on .the silver which 
it has coined and is coining, redeeming 
the certificates in silver, and then redeem- 
ing the silver in gold. The greenbacks 
are redeemable in gold, and for that pur- 


pose there is à reserve gold fund in the 


treasury, but there is not enough gold in the 
treasury to redeem the greenbacks and the 
silver dollars, and never will be. Even by 
the monometallists, who go through such 
contortions in the newspapers, silver is re- 
garded as much the money of ultimate pay- 
ment as gold. 

The element that gives the silver dollar 
the value of the gold dollar as money, is.the 
fact that it is legal tender, and this fact, 
pushed to free coinage, would give to silver 
bullion the potential money value. That is

A Diversity of Legal Opinions—Authorities 
and Arguments to1:Sustain Them. 
Yesterday Devoted to the Case. 


1 want to find out what the law is in this 
case, for I never saw one exactly like it,“ re- 
marked Judge Clarke, yesterday afternoon, 
just before he adjourned the hearing of the 
Ryan case, 


The lawyers—nearly half a hundred of 
| them—had been. hurling authorities at his 


head all day long, and he was completely in- 


‘undated by a flood of suggestions. 


But all the while this imperturbable,, clear- 
headed and eminently just judge sat serenely 
on his coigne of vantage, laboriously noting 
down points the attorneys made and names of 
the authorities they quoted. 

And while all this was. going on, compla- 
cently sat Mr. Stephen A. Ryan next his coun- 
sel, who were passive listeners and not active 
participants. 

Nor did Receiver Kingsbery manifest much 
agitation. 

It was, perhaps, the most complicated cause 
that Judge Clarke had ever adjudicated, .ad 
he gave its every detail his most exclusive at- 
tention. Nothing escaped him. 

It was a four-cornered fight, the contestants 
being Mr. Ryan, the mortgage creditors, the 
replevin creditors, and the general creditors. 
Each class of creditors was represented by a 
strong array of lawyers, The different sets of 
lawyers had different sorts of, special plead- 
ings, and Judge Clarke devoted the greater 
part of the day to hearing these prolix docu- 
ments read. Though differing in some re- 
gards, these papers were all of a like tenor; 
they alleged that Ryan was guilty of fraud. 
The lawyers representing the replevin cred- 
itors had the first innings. It was discovered 
that there were some one hundred and eighty 
of them, their aggregate claims reachin,. 
$200,000, : 

Colonel Albert Cox suggested to Judge 
Clarke, sitting as changellor, that it 
was his province to adjudicate this 
case on principles of equity, and all 
the parties at interest must abide by 
whatever decision was reached. 

Mr. J. J. Spalding; cf counsel for Receiver 
Kingsbery, iovved the court to pass a general 


order denying the right of any creditor to take. 


his goods out of the steck, and providing that 
the creditors’ claims for goods attach to the 
money they bring; that the goods be sold in 
bulk, and the litigants could law over the 
money. This was the only formal order, but 
it was not acted on, being held in abeyance 
pending the arguments and suggestions made 
by the other lawyers. 

Colonel Nat Hammond stated his position 
tersely.

Judge Hillyer spoke at considerable length 
on this line. He held that the judge should 
not allow trival technical obstructions to pre- 
vent meeting out equity to all the parties con- 
cerned.

“THE FINANCE” COMMITTEE MEETS 


: And Reviews the Financial Situation—The 
ae Money Will Be Ready to Pay All 


Debts When Due. in the South to select from. 


The finance committee of the general coun- 
cil met yesterday morning, the full committee 
being present.

„Now.“ he went on, there's plenty of 
money, but will we get it in as fast as we need 
it for the waterworks and bridge contracts?“ 

Mr. Turner, chairman of the bridge com- 
mittee, saw no reason why the pay roll on the 
Forsyth street bridge could not be met. He 
then presented an accurate statement of the 
amount appropriated to bridges for the year 
with a statement showing the amount on hand 
and the amount which has been expended. 

Mr. Hutchison, chairman of the water- 
works committee, takes good care of his branch. 
He showed the appropriation, the expendi- 
tures and the contracts which have been 
awarded, saying: 

“Tf the money does not come into the 
treasury as fast as we need it, I think we can
